LINCOLN CENTER 
■ TO SERVE YOUTH 

Lincoln Center, dedicated 
to the Performing Arts, is now 
being constructed on a 14-acre 
site between 62nd and 66 th Streets, 
Broadway, Amsterdam, and Co¬ 
lumbus Avenues in New York City. 
This immense project, to be com¬ 
pleted in 1964, is being undertaken 
with emphasis on opportunity for 
the youth of our city. Its buildings 
will be the most modern and up-to- 
date in New York City. Among its 
seven new homes for talent will 
be: 

1) The New York Philharmonic - 
This is scheduled to open for the 
1961-62 season. The homeless 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra 
has been shifted through the years , 
by the forces of Fate and Change 
from hall to hall. At last it has 
found a home in the new Lincoln 
Center. One of the teenage attrac¬ 
tions of the Hall will be its seasons 
of outdoor "Pops" concerts. 

2) The Metropolitan Opera - The 
present opera house was built in 
1883. Even by 19th century stan¬ 
dards, it had serious drawbacks 
such as the obstructed view of the 
stage from several hundred seats 
The Met's new opera house will 
have no such shortcomings . 

3) Julliard School - Today the 
Julliard School offers comprehen¬ 
sive training in music and the. 
dance. When it moves to Lincoln 
Center it will add a new drama 
division. This unit will offer ad¬ 
vanced training for young artists 
who are exceptionally gifted in any 
of the performing arts. 

4) Dance and Operetta - This 
theater will be the first major 
theater in America built for the 
ballet and for operetta perfor¬ 
mances . 

5) New Library and Museum - It 
will have more than one half mil¬ 
lion books as well as vast collec¬ 
tions of sheet music, theatre pro¬ 
grams, photographs, and musical 

scores. « ^

required to serve at least two 
afternoons a week or on Saturdays 
or Sundays. Many of them have 
volunteered to serve beyond the 
minimum number of days. Reports 
from the students as to the variety 
of activities in which they have 
participated clearly show the value 
of their services to the Com¬ 
munity . 

Such duties include serving 
of meals, feeding helpless patients, 
reading, running errands, and 
sterilizing various items . These 
activities are carefully supervised 
and detailed records of student 
work are sent to the school.
